(Hemet News) 


Tuomas Starr King and Father Junipero 
Serra will occupy the two California niches in 
the Hall of Fame. This is a result of an appro- 
priation by the legislature to build statues of 
these noted Californians to carry out a deci- 
sion made at a previous session. 

There will be general approval of the selec- 
tions. It is somewhat of a coincidence that 
both were preachers and high churchmen. 
Starr King was Unitarian and Serra Catholic. 
Each contributed much to the early building 
of the Pacific Coast. 

Father Serra’s work as padre of the mis- 
sions is too well known to warrant rehearsing 
here, but his travels through the hills and val- 
leys of California brought the first light of eiv- 
ilization, and never was there a more earnest 
or self-effacing worker for his religious faith. 

Starr King is not so well known to the pres- 
ent generation, but history tells us that it was 
due to his efforts that California stayed in the 
Union instead of casting its fortunes with the 
Southern Confederacy. He traveled the length 
and breadth of the state preaching the gospel 
of patriotism and loyalty, risking his life for 
the nation he loved. 

In the years immediately preceding the 
Civil War secession and disloyalty was wide- 
spread. All of the southern counties had been 
settled by people from Louisiana, Alabama, 
Georgia and the Carolinas, and these were the 
ruling class. The Buchanan administration 
was controlled by Southern statesmen, and the 
army itself was honeyeombed with disloyalty. 

One of the United States senators had gone 
over to the Southern cause, and but for the ef- 
forts of men like King, Broderick, Stanford 
and others the legislature would doubtless have 
voted to join the ill-fated cause of the Con- 
federacy. 

Starr King is entitled to the belated re- 
cognition of his service to his country.

Cause of Barren Avocado Orchards 

The growing of avocados is an industry 
that is just being taken up in California. It 
is, therefore, largely in the experimental stage 
and one of ‘the baffling difficulties encountered 
has been the tendency of orchards to barren- 
ness. This has been the case in Florida, where 
the avocado has been introduced, as well as in 
California, and the matter has been the sub- 
ject of investigation in the laboratories of the 
New York Botanical Gardens for the past four 
or five years with results exceedingly singular, 
but, nevertheless, apparently of the highest 
importance. 

The announcement is made by Dr. Marshal 
A. Howe, acting director of the botanical zar- 
dens referred to, and presents the work of Dr. 
A. B. Stout, direetor of laboratories. The ex- 
perimentation has been carried on in this state, 
as well as Florida, and there is every reason 
for accepting the results as authentic, though 
exotie and unconventional. 

Dr. Stout finds that the flower of the avo- 
ceado is astonishing in the manner of fructifica- 
tion. That it reverses its sex from male to fe- 
male each day. While the flowers appear to 
be alike, they are not, as a matter of fact, but 
are divided into two diametrically opposite 
groups. One group is male in the morning 
and female in the afternoon, while the other 
group is female in the morning and male in the 





afternoon. Ignorance of this fact, Dr. Stout 
asserts, is the cause of barren orchards. 
In order to obtain pollination, flowers of 


both groups must be planted in the orchard. 


Unfruitful orchards have contained flowers of 
one group only. The discovery makes possible 
pollination through the interplanting of the 
two types which, it is asserted, will check the 
marked decrease in the yield in orchards con- 
taining only the one variety. 
This peculiarity of daily reversal of sex in 
_ the flower is said to be unique.in the avocado, 
occurring in no other fruit flower so far as 
known.

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Restricted Immigration 
(Azusa Journal) 


In the fiseal year ending June 30, 1914, 
immigration aliens admitted to the United 
States numbered 1,218,480, while aliens re- 
turned abroad totaled 303,338. The twelve 
months’ period referred to immediately pre- 
ceeded the world war, and is regarded by the 
department of labor as being a fair example 
of the workings of the old general immigra- 
tion law. In the last fiscal year, figures for 
which were made public this week, immigra- 
tions admitted under the restricted quota leg- 
islation numbered 304,488. The departures 
were 76,992. If the old law had been kept 
there is reason to believe that incoming aliens 
would have been as numerous as in 1914. Re- 
stricted immigration has proven effective in 
the manner intended. 

The distribution of the aliens now coming 
to the United States, when analyzed, reveals 
that New York becomes ‘the residence of more 
of them than any other state. That was true 
under the old general immigration act. Mich- 
igan is next to New York, and Texas is third. 
This was not true in 1914, Pennsylvania rank- 
ing next 'to New York and Illinois third. The 
rapid industrial expansion of Michigan and 
to some extent of Texas, may be responsible 
for their increased attractiveness to immi- 
grants, on the lookout for early opportunity 
for employment. If that is ‘true, it would ap- 
pear that industry rather than agriculture still 
commands the chief interest of the incoming 
aliens, although reports at different ‘times re- 
veal that many settle near rather than in large 
cities, engaging in truck farming to supply the 
population centers. 

Where in 1914 Indiana received 14,727 im- 
migrants, the number in ‘the last fiscal year 
was only 2,555. The percentage of decrease, 
however, is not greater than in the case of 
many other states, especially in the west. Of 
aliens already in this state, 647 left to return 
overseas in ‘the twelve months prior to June 30, 
compared with 4,544 in 1914. The new law 
has not been in effect long enough, or results 
under it tested sufficiently to permit many con- 
clusions, hut it is obvious that the United 
States is being called on ‘to assimilate quickly 
fewer persons of different language and blood, 


which was one of the principal aims of the 
new regulations.

Terminating a church steward- 
ship of more than twenty-four 
years, during which time has seen 
his church grow from a tiny mis- 
sion to one of the most pretentious 
in Upland, Rev. M. M. Horsch, of 
the First Mennonite church, has 
tendered his resignation as pastor 
of the church and will leave May 
1st for Beatrice, Nebraska, 

With th exception of three years, 
which he spent as traveling minis- 
ter throughout the Mennonite mis- 
sions and churches of the north 
and middle west, Mr. Horsch has 
been in charge of the Upland 
church, and during those many

J OT greatly troubled by the Boche |

And the battalion, a very 
Small battalion now, little more 
than a hundred men, lay along the 
crest they had stormed, with their 
dead and wounded and the Boche 
dead and wounded around them, 
Almost: immediately the Boche 
began to react. He opened on them 
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a storm of fire, high explosive and 


shrapnel, and his machine-guns 
dinned fiercely, A counter-attack 
began to form toward St.-Etienne, 
Sweating gunners struggled into 
position with the two machine- 
guns that were left in the bat- 
talion, and these with thelr crews, 
were knocked out by shell-fire be- 
fore either had been in action long 
enough to fire a clip. But the 
rifles gave tongue and continued 
to speak—the last few men are al- 
most the most difficult to kill-—and 
the Boche had little taste for rifle 
fire that begins to kill at 700 
yards, That counter-attack short- 
ly returned whence it came, and 
the one that followed it went back 
also. 

Whitehead, of the Sixty-seventh 
company, plumped down alongside 
the captain of the Forty-ninth, 
Small, very quiet and wiry, with 
his helmet cocked on the side of 
his head, he gave the impression 
of a fierce and warlike little hawk. 
“Hunt’s comin’ over, Francis,” he 
said. “Bad place; worst I ever saw. 
Got about thirty men left, Hell that 
our machine-guns got knocked out 
so quick, wasn't it?—must he two 
regiments of Fritzies on our front 
yonder!”

On the road they passed a regi- 
ment of the relieving division—tfull, 
strong companies of National 
Guardsmen. They went up one 
side of the road; and in ragged 
column of twos, unsightly even in 
the dim and fitful Hght, the ma- 
rines plodded down the other side. 
They were utterly weary, with 
shuffling feet and hanging heads. 
The division had just done some- 
thing that those old masters in 
the art of war, the French, and 
the world after them, including 
Ludendorff, were to acknowledge 
remarkable, They had hurled the 
Roche from Blanc Mont and freed 
the sacred city of Kheims.

Who Sold Gershwin’s 
Mother that Piano? 





You May Have a Genius in 
Your Own Home— 
Who Knows? 


“About sixteen years ago some New York piano sales- 
man—probably a Jew working for one of the lower Hast 
Side dealers—sold George Gersnwin'’s mother a piano, The 
Gershwins lived at Second avenue and Seventh street at the 
time. George was twelve years old and gave not the slight- 
‘est indication that he would ever accomplish anything musi- 
cally. No Gershwin had ever played anything—except 
pinochle. George was just the usual kid playing in the 
streets and his heroes were virtuosos of the roped arena 
rather than of the concert stage. 

“Today, at the age of twenty-eight, George Gershwin is 
rich because of the piano his mother bought him. His musi- 
cal compositions, all composed on the piano, have brought 
wealth through Tin-Pan Alley, and his musical soul has 
soared to the heights of Aeolian and Carnegie Halls, where 
his “Rhapsody in Blue’ and a Concerto in ‘F’ have won the 
plaudits of the musica] highbrows. 


“It would be interesting to know just what arguments 
the salesman used to persuade Mrs, Gershwin to purchase 
that piano for the modest East Side flat. Did he make the 
price appeal, urging her to purchase the piano because of 
the distinction and evidence of affluence it would accord the 
crowded little ‘home’? Or did ne convince her that the 
children should have the advantage of a musical educa- 
tion? Or did he sway her with a rare ‘bargain,’ the in- 
trinsic value of which was much above the price asked and 
which she might actually dispose of at a profit as some 
later date? 


“No matter what the methods, the results were fame 
and riches for George. And make no mistake, if that pur- 
chase had not been made when it was, wealth and distinc- 
tion would probably not now be the lot of the son. George 
was caught in the nick of time. He was twelve years of 
age and maturing rapidly, as is the habit of his race, and 
who knows but that he might have been a pants maker or 
a clerk in a delicatessen shop! But before his habits were 
well grooved the piano was brought into the home and the. 


boy began to play with the new toy. j 





“A music teacher was employed at fifty cents a lesson 
and after the first period of reluctance, natural to a street lov- 
ing boy, George began to show a real interest in music. When 
he was seventeen years old he was getting fifteen dollars a 
week, playing the piano for Remick, the publisher. In a 
couple of years he was getting thirty-five doflars a week, 
playing for rehearsals for the musical show ‘Miss 1917,’ writ- 
ten by Victor Herbert and Jerome Kern. At twenty he was 
commissioned to write the music for ‘La, La, Lucile,’ and 
his career to wealth and fame was launched. He has writ- 
ten the music for five editions of the George White “Scan- 
dals’ and is responsible himself or as collaborator for the 
music of a score of musical shows, including ‘Oh Kay’! 
which opened in New York last month. In addition, he has 
written the music for numerous interpolated songs, as — 
well as the Rhapsody and Concerto mentioned previously. 

“Who sold that first piano to the Gershwin family?» 
Probably he little knew what a boon he was conferring upon 
the purchaser. Perhaps he doesn’t know it yet. He may 
be selling automobiles by this time, automobiles in which 
other potential George Gershwins may race about at night 
with their girls and their gin, to. wind up with their 


identity lost in the vale of drab mecivente they don’t 
wind up in a ditch!”
